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FOREWORD 

At  7:30  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  November  11,  1902,  died  John 
R.  Fountain,  93,  in  the  home  where  he  had  lived  for  nearly  seventy 
years,  and  where  all  his  children  and  some  grandchildren  had  been 
born . 

His  span  of  years  reached  out  so  far  that  even  the  oldest  of  his 
neighbors  could  not  remember  him  at  less  than  middle  life,  possessed 
of  things  of  substance,  and  already  fixed  in  high  respect  by  all  who 
passed  his  way. 

Now,  at  the  end  of  fifty  years,  the  time  is  fit  that  we  should  make 
this  count  of  those  who  share  his  blood  and  common  bonds  of  heritage.

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JOHN  R.  FOUNTAIN 

Richlands,  Nov.  11,  1902 — John 
R.  Fountain,  93,  one  of  the  oldest 
residents  of  Onslow  County,  died 
early  this  morning  at  his  home 
near  the  Duplin  County  line  at  the 
Lanier  postoffice. 

The  deceased  was  the  grandson 
of  Joab  Fountain,  first  settler  of 
that  name  in  the  area  and  holder 
of  a  grant  of  land  in  the  edge  of 
Duplin  County  obtained  by  royal 
grant  in  1773.  Joab’s  daughter 
Mary  (Polly)  Fountain,  mother  of 
John  R.,  was  born  in  this  frontier 
location,  as  were  several  brothers 
and  sisters,  during  and  after  the 
Revolutionary  War. 

Paternally,  John  R.  Fountain 
was  of  the  line  of  one  John  R. 
Cutler,  local  schoolmaster  said  to 
have  come  from  Connecticut. 

Disinherited  because  of  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  his  birth,  John  R. 
Fountain  lived  a  harsh  childhood 
and  received  little  formal  education. 
Before  reaching  the  age  of  ten,  he 
was  bound  out  as  an  indentured 
servant  each  summer  to  work  and 
live  among  the  colored  slaves  on 
the  Gregory  plantation  near  here; 
but  by  the  age  of  fourteen  he  had 
persuaded  his  mother  to  allow  him 
to  work  independently  for  their 
joint  support. 

Upon  attainment  of  his  majority 
in  1830,  he  had  saved  enough  to 
begin  payments  on  a  tract  of  land 
at  the  southwestern  fringe  of  the 
vast  holdings  of  John  A.  Avirett, 
whose  central  estate,  “The  Rich 
Lands”  at  the  headwaters  of  New 
River,  gave  its  name  to  this  com¬ 
munity  and  also  gave  the  setting 
for  the  book  “The  Old  Plantation” 
published  last  year  by  Avirett’s 
grandson,  Bishop  James  Battle 
Avirett,  as  an  answer  to  “Uncle 
Tom’s  Cabin.”  The  tract  was  lo¬ 
cated  at  the  eastern  side  of  the 
Back  Swamp  ford  and  footway 
crossing  on  the  Joab  Fountain 
public  road  leading  from  Hallsville 
to  Richlands.  He  and  his  mother 
moved  into  their  log  cabin  here  in 
1834,  and  in  1838  he  was  married 
to  Moisey  A.  Brown,  daughter  of 
the  late  Howell  Brown  by  his  first 
wife,  a  former  Miss  Parker,  of  the 
Chinquapin  community. 

The  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War 
found  him  past  middle-age,  and  at 
the  head  of  a  large  and  growing 
family;  but  he  offered  his  services 
to  the  armed  forces  of  the  Con¬ 
federacy,  and  remained  at  home 
only  at  the  urgings  of  his  wife, 
who  suggested  that  their  oldest  son, 
not  yet  twenty  years  old,  serve 
in  his  stead.  It  thus  happened  that 
he  was  with  his  family  through¬ 
out  the  conflict,  and  fathered  one 
additional  son,  born  in  18G3. 


He  was  for  the  past  fifteen  years 
a  member  of  the  Muddy  Creek 
Primitive  Baptist  Church.  After 
joining  by  baptism  in  1887,  he 
found  that  he  had  unknowingly 
identified  himself  with  a  divisive 
minority  faction  from  which  he 
quickly  withdrew  for  re-baptism  by 
his  son-in-law,  Elder  Gardner  Bry¬ 
an.  He  lived  by  the  strictest  of  mor¬ 
al  principles,  and  attributed  his 
longevity  to  his  abstinence  from  all 
intoxicants  and  tobacco.  He  refused 
to  consult  physicians  or  to  take 
medicine  from  them,  even  going  to 
the  extent  of  asking  his  family  not 
to  give  him  medicine  if  he  should 
become  incompetent  to  make  his 
own  decisions. 

Preceding  him  in  death  were  his 
wife,  who  died  five  years  ago;  two 
daughters,  Mary  Ann  and  Caroline, 
both  of  whom  had  been  married  in 
succession  to  William  Jarman;  and 
a  son,  Thomas  Ruffin  Fountain, 
who  was  killed  in  a  shotgun  acci¬ 
dent  at  the  age  of  twelve.  He  is 
survived  by  three  daughters,  Mrs. 
Gardner  Bryan,  Mrs.  Thomas  Simp¬ 
son,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  Eli  Bryan;  two 
sons,  Jere  W.  Fountain  and  Nick 
Fountain;  thirty-five  grand-chil¬ 
dren;  and  twenty-five  great-grand¬ 
children. 

In  accordance  with  community 
custom,  no  funeral  services  will  be 
held.  Neighbors  will  assist  survi¬ 
vors  tomorrow  afternoon  in  placing 
the  body  in  the  family  plot,  at  a 
point  chosen  many  years  ago  by 
Mr.  Fountain  for  himself  and  wife, 
and  marked  by  heart-pine  head- 
pieces  hewn  and  inscribed  by  his 
own  hand.  The  local  school  did  not 
meet  today;  students  will  be  dis¬ 
missed  tomorrow  at  dinner-time  to 
go  to  the  burying. 
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To  the  foot  of  that  shaft  I  shall 
send  my  children’s  children!

To  All  John  R.  Fountain  Descendants 
Greetings: 

Herewith  you  will  find  the  list  of  John  R.  Fountain  offspring  as  we  have 
planned  it  for  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  death.  We  hope  you  like  it.  We  hope 
especially  that  this  modest  publication  will  be  a  means  of  further  strengthening  and 
cementing  the  bonds  of  kinship  that  have  kept  us  together  for  much  more  than  a  centurj 

DATA — You  will  notice  that  information  given  is  curtailed  somewhat,  in  the  interest 
of  saving  space.  Omitted  are  such  matters  $s  exact  dates  of  birth,  marriage,  and 
death,  as  well  as  the  places  of  these  occurrences;  omitted  likewise  are  names  of 
parents  of  husbands  and  wives,  all  of  which  information  is  fully  compiled  in  the  basic 
papers  we  have  made  up.  War  records  are  given  as  a  matter  of  interest,  and  are  based 
on  personal  memory  plus  records  kept  during  World  War  II  and  in  the  post-war  draft. 
Somewhat  fuller  information  is  given  for  members  of  the  first  generation,  with  exact 
dates,  causes  of  early  death,  and  the  like.  Accidental  deaths  are  likewise  noted, 
all  the  way  through  the  list. 

ARRANGEMENT- — Material  is  arranged  in  the  order  of  age  of  the  corresponding  member 
of  the  first  generation,  each  member's  descendants  being  listed  completely  before 
taking  up  descendants  of  the  next  group  in  line.  That  is,  all  of  Jc re  V/.  Fountain's 
descendants  are  listed  before  taking  up  those  of  Mary  Ann,  Caroline,  or  Eliza.  By 
comparing  the  list  to  the  picture  of  the  family  tree,  you  will  see  that  we  complete 
all  the  branches,  twigs,  and  buds  of  one  main  limb  before  taking  up  the  next  limb. 
Main  divisions  are  indicated  by  Roman  numerals,  as  I.  Jere  W.  Fountain;  II.  Mary 
Ann  (Fountain)  Jarman.... . VII.  Th*omas  Ruffin  Fountain;  VIII.  Nick  Fountain. 

SUBDIVISIONS - Second-generation  descendants  (grandchildren)  are  indicated  by  cap¬ 

ital  letters,  as  A,  B,  C,  etc.;  third-generation  descendants  are  marked  by  Arabic 
numerals,  as  1,  2,  3,  etc.;  fourth-generation  descendants  use  small  letters,  as 
a,  b,  c,  etc.;  and  fifth-generation  descendants  (great-great-great  grandchildren) 
use  parenthetic  Arabic  numerals,  as  (1),  (2),  (3),  etc.;  the  sixth  generation  has 
not  yet  started,  but  may  use  parenthetic  small  letters  if  the  study  is  continued. 
Descendants  of  any  generation  are  placed  directly  underneath  their  parents,  and  the 
spacing  indicates  the  entry  of  another  generation,  as  do  the  numbers.  This  system 
of  numbering,  incidentally,  may  be  set  up  as  a  permanent  index,  if  the  family  so 
v.ishes,  and  everyone  will  thus  have  an  individual  serial  number  not  duplicated  any¬ 
where  else  in  the  family.  Thus,  Mrs.  J.  A.  Horne  (Lizzie  Bryan)  is  number  IV-D, 
indicating  that  she  is  a  fourth  branch  on  the  fourth  limb.  Later  generations  will 
simply  add  to  the  index  numerals;  for  example,  Alvis  Whitted,  Jr.,  oldest,  fifth 
generationer,  is  number  I-A-2-b-(l)- — Jere  Fountain;  Ida  Fountain  Ervin;  Claribel 
Ervin  Whitted;  Alvis  ii.  Whitted;  Alvis  U.  Whitted,  Jr. 

STATISTICS— In  1902,  John  R.  Fountain  had  71  descendants,  62  of  whom  were  still 
living.  These  have  grown  to  well  over  5 00 ,  more  than  200  of  them  in  the  Elisa  Foun¬ 
tain  (Mrs.  Gardner  Bryan)  family.  In  a  period  of  Ill  years,  only  6l  deaths  have  oc¬ 
curred,  counting  those  caused  by  old  age  as  well  as  those  of  infancy  and  accident. 

The  spacing  of  generations  is  also  interesting.  Jere  Fountain,  131*1,  was  2>  years 
old  at  the  birth  of  Cader  Jarman,  1866,  first  grandchild;  Cader  Jarman  would  have 
been  22  years  old  at  the  birth  of  Hubert  Ervin,  1888;  Hubert  Ervin  was  21*  years  old 
at  the  birth  of  Graham  Whitted,  1912;  and  Graham  Whitted  was  23  when  Alvis  YJhitted, 
Jr.,  was  born  in  19U0.  Thus,  the  sixth  generation  should  start  about  1965  or  1567 
among  the  Whitteds  or  Howards,  though  the  opening  may  be  delayed  somewhat  because 
the  oldest  heirs  in  both  families  are  males,  v.ho  tend  to  breed  less  rapidly.  Even 
more  interesting  is  the  increasing  spread  of  each  generation,  as  it  appears  and  over¬ 
laps  the  preceding  one.  First  generation  itself,  Jere  Fountain,  131*1,  to  Nick 
Fountain,  1363,  covered  nearly  22  years;  second  generation,  Cader  Jarman,  1J66,  to  C. 
James  Fountain,  1902,  covered  36  years;  third  generation,  Hubert  Ervin,  1388,  to  Jams.' 
Garreth  Fountain,  19U8,  covers  sixty  years;  fourth  and  fifth  generations  are  still 
in  progress.  Significantly,  the  youngest  children  in  this  list  are  in  the  fourth 
rather  than  in  the  fifth  generation,  grandchildren  to  Leslie  Bryan  and  Ruth  Bryan 
Banks,  respectively.  More  significantly,  no  intermarriage  has  yet  occurred  among 
John  R.  Fountain  descendants,  despite  the  passage  of  long  periods  and  the  entry  of 
five  generations.  The  several  individuals  bearing  the  name  of  Fountain,  outside  the 
Nick  Fountain  group,  have  received  the  name  from  ancestors  in  other  branches  of  the 
original  Joab  Fountain  family.  The  writer  hopes  that  intermarriage  will  not  occur  foj 
many  years  yet  tq  come. 
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DXSTRTBUTION— ■ -The  writer  hopes  that  every  living  descendant  will  obtain  a  copy  of 
this  listing,  and  will  preserve  it  for  future  record.  Some  suggestions  for  this  aim 
are  included  on  a  separate  cost-statement  attached  to  "these  papers.  A  copy  is  to  be 
deposited  in  the  state  archives  here  in  Raleigh,  and  plans  are  now  to  send  copies  to 
the  state  library,  and  to  the  libraries  oi  the  Univarsity  of  Chapel  Hill,  the -Woman 1 s 
College  in  Greensboro,  and  State  College  here,  Wake  Forest  College,  and  Duke 
University.  The  county  library  at  Jacksonville  may  have  a  copy  also.  If  the 
material  is  copyrighted,  two  copies  will  go  automatically  to  the  Library  of  Congress. 
The  writer  hopes  also  to  send  several  copies  to  Fountain  name-bearers  of  other  states 
who  have  expressed  an  interest  in  the  project. 

FUTURE  POSSIBILITIES- —The  accumulation  of  idfomation,  documents,  and  tradition  of 
the  family  makes  the  writer  believe  that  this  material  deserves  the  dignity  and  perm¬ 
anency  of  a  treatment  more  complete  than  the  small  work  submitted  herewith.  He  hopes 
that  this  work  will  enlist  the  interest  and  support  of  the  family  enough  to  justify 
the  publication  of  a  full-fledged  biography  of  John  R.  Fountain,  with  some  account  of 
his  forebears  preceding  and  during  their  settlement  in  Duplin  and  Onslow  Counties. 

Such  a  work,  in  standard  print  with  a  durable  cloth  binding,  should  be  an  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  which  wre  could  all  be  very  proud,  and  could  serve  as  an  inspiration  and  guide 
for  others  who  consider  making  a  similar  study  of  their  own  family,  A  good  time  for 
tr.is  book  would  be  the  sesqui-centennial  of  John  R.  Fountain's  birth,  19 59;  or  perhap: 

?  better  tine  would  be  the  beginning  of  the  sixth  generation  a  few'  years  later.  In 
the  event  that  the  present  v/riter  should  die  or  become  incapacitated  before  such  a 
study  could  be  completed,  it  is  his  wish  that  his  present  records  should  be  deposited 
in  the  state  archives,  and,  if  copies  can  be  made,  they  be  deposited  in  the  various 
libraries  above-mentioned.

OTHER  LOCAL  FOUNTAINS - The  writer  is  indebted  to  Claribel  Ervin  (firs.  G.  B.  Whit ted,  • 

Sr.)  for  permission  to  examine  the  papers  prepared  by  genealogist  Henry  DeLong 
Fountain,  Mew  Jersey  bachelor  v/ho  used  to  visit  her  grandfather.  His  listing  of  the  ■ 
Joab  Fountain  descendants  as  of  1900,  though  incomplete,  has  been  of  great  help  in 
gaining  background  for  this  study.  During  the  past  summer,  this  writer  visited  the 
scenes  in  New  Jersey  and  in  Brooklyn  where  Henry  BeL.  Fountain  lived,  but  was  able  to 
get  little  information  about  him.  The  widow  of  his  employer  in  northern  New  Jersey 
still  lives,  and  remembers  "Harry"  Fountain  quite  pleasantly,  but  knew;  little  of  his 
background,  or  of  any  additional  papers  he  may  have  left.  We  are  now  in  correspond¬ 
ence  with  Fountains  in  nearby  New  Jersey  towns,  in  an  effort  to  trace  any  further 
matter  about  him.  He  died  about  1905.  His  thesis  was  that  all  eastern  Carolina 
Fountains  were  originally  of  the  Huguenot  diaspora  following  the  revocation  of  the 
Edict  of  Nantes  in  l68S>.  Though  he  was  never  able  to  establish  direct  connection 
between  that  tragedy  and  the  presence  of  the  Fountains  here,  his  thesis  may  well 
have  been  correct,  as  Fountains  were  pretty  well  scattered  ever  Virginia  and  eastern 
Carolina  within  a  generation  after  that  date.  Three  of  them  were  old  enough  to  serve 
in  the  Onslow  County  militia  in  175U. 

FOUNTAIN  COAT-OF-ARMS — A  professional  researcher  and  dealer  in  such  things,  down  in 
San  Antonio,  Texas,  has  sent  us  a  Fountain  coat-of-arms,  with  full  authentication  and 
instructions  for  coloring.  The  temptation  to  put  it  into  this  booklet,  even  at  the 
price  of  hand-coloring  e^ch  individual  copy,  was  so  great  that  we  prepared  the 
plate  for  printing.  But  a  better  judgement  caused  us  to  drop  the  idea,  since  one  is 
not  supposed  to  indulge  himself  in  coats-of-arms  unless  he  can  prove  direct  ancestry 
in  the  original  family  of  the  design;  moreover,  an  illegitimate  ancestor  anywhere 
along  the  line  is  likely  to  queer  the  deal,  since  genealogical  researchers  do  not 
consider  their  work  finished  until  they  have  found  v/ho  married  whom  in  every 
generation.  And,  you  know,  sometimes  who  just  forgot  to  marry  whom  quite  quickly 
enough.  Anyway,  this  coat-of-arms  is  of  a  Scottish  family.  Its  authenticity  checks 
squarely  with  sources  here,  which  also  list  two  British  families  having  their  own 
designs.  The  Latin  motto  of  the  Scottish  Fountains  v.as  Praeclarius  quo  Difficilius; 
freeiy  translated,  it  means  "More  Outstanding  in  Whatever  (is)’ More  Difficult. "  Not 
bad.  Maybe  v/e  are  Scottish  instead  of  French,  after  all. 

POLLY  FOUNTAIN— The  gravestone  pictured  in  the  booklet  was  recently  erected  in  the 
presence  of  available  descendants  in  the  several  branches  of  the  family,  after  the 
grave  had  lain  95  years  unmarked  by  more  than  a  pine  knot.  V/e  tried  to  say  something 
of  her  life,  including:  The  one  brief  moment  in  which  the  urgir.gs  of  her  heart  and 
body  swept  aside  the  v/iser  counsels  of  her  mind  and  soul  became  a  burden  of  much 
gravity  in  all  her  remaining  years.  But  not  for  one  instant  did  it  dwarf  her  mother- 
love  for  her  unwanted  son,  nor  cause  her  hands  to  slow  their  service  to  him.  And  now, 
in  the  ’wider  view  cf  nearly  fifteen  decades,  we  may  all  afford  to  stop  and  do  her 
honor.

They  are  fully  paid  for, 
thanks  to  all  of  you  who  have  had  such  a  fine  part  in  this  little  project,  paitibly 
entered  upon  with  more  of  heart  than  mind.  To  those  of  ycu  old  enough  to  know  of 
these  things,  v.-e  hope  they  will  be  a  source  of  satisfaction  in  the  performance  of  a 
duty  that  has  been  neglected  for  nearly  ninety  years;  to  the  younger  members  of  tho 
family,  we  hope  they  will  be  a  part  of  the  group  consciousness  that  ought  to  grow 
greater  instead  of  s  smaller  as  time  goes  on. 


Since  this  has  been  a  family  effort,  we  should  like  to  have  every  member 
present  if  possible  at  the  time  of  installation.  Such  a  gathering  could  provide 
not  only  the  actual  participation  in  the  work,  but  also  the  little  visit  among  our¬ 
selves  that  we  ought  to  begin  having  anyway.
